Assemble Gun: 


Place barrel and receiver. in. stock -with trigger: projecting through stock into 
guard, push rearward until receiver is firmly seated against end of slot in stock, 
then tighten take down screw into receiver until barrel and receiver are drawn 
firmly in stock. P : 


Load Magazine: 


Tubular magazine is located at bottom of barrel—Turn knurled magazine plug 
at front end of magazine, pull out until loading opening forward of stock is 
uncovered, insert cartridges, with front end of cartridge toward muzzle, until 
visible at opening. Close tube upon ‘cartridges, rotating slightly for passing over 
shell head. Turn magazine plug to lock in closéd position. 


Load Gun: 

Grasp bolt: handle, located on right side of xeceiver and pull-fully back.:This- 
motion: causes cartiet“to: taise’cartridge. Release. bolt-handle quickly’ to put. first 
cattridge'in-barrel,:gun-is now ready to fire. PSs ee 


To Make Safe: : 


Grasp safety located on right side of recéiver-redrward-of bolt‘handle, and pull 
back covering red dot on side of receiver. This movement locks trigger and gun 
cannot be fired.

BE SURE.GUN IS POINTED WHERE YOU WANT TO SHOOT. With 
action closed, push safety forward to “off” position.

’ The trigger mist be pulled for each shot. The power of the fired cartridge opens 
the bolt, ejects: the empty shell, and reloads the barrel for the next shot until the 
magazine is empty. 


Unload Without Firing: 


Move'safety rearward to “on” position. Completely remove magazine tube and 
tip. gun-to:pour cartridges from end of magazine. Replace and lock tube. THERE 
ARE STILE TWO CARTRIDGES IN GUN. Pull. back bolt handle ejecting 
cartridge in barrel. Close bolt which puts second cartridge in barrel and again pull 
back bolt handle to.eject last shell. 


Cleaning Action: 

"Remove. barrel and receiver from stock, Unscrew receiver plug at rear end of 
receiver, Pull action spring assembly from receiver (keeping parts assembled as 
removed)).-Pull back bolt handle as far as possible and lift bolt handle from bolt. 
Slide bolt front receiver. Unscrew take down screw bushing from bottom of 
receiver, Make sure carrier is in down position and push magazine tube into 
receiver as far as possible. Reach into ejection port with small sceew driver and 
pry out recoiling chamber. at extractor slots or jac out chamber by tapping rear end 
of receiver on some solid surface. Action can now be easily cleaned. 


Reassemble Action: 


Replace recoiling’ chamber.through ejection port. (Be sure to qualify extractor 
slots in recoiling chamber with those in barrel.) Push magazine tube forward until 
front end of inisétt is flush with-front end of receiver and replace take down‘screw 
bushing. With carrier in upward position and-trigger pulled ‘back, replace. bolt in 
receiver: (Be'sure firing pin is in-bolt.) Line tip bolt-handle hole in. bolt with hole 
in rear end’of bolt Hatidle slot in receiver: With safety in forward or “off” position 
pull back.on, trigger and. with flat, of bolt handle in, upward position push bolt 
handle itite hole tn bélt as far as possible. Release trigger and ‘push bolt handle 
fully forward. Replace action spring assembly in bolt making sure that main spring 
plunger. has ‘entered.'socket in. rear of. bolt. Push assembly forward to engage 
threads on bolt plug with receiver (kéep springs aligned with center of hole in 
receiver wherl campressing.)-Sctew bolt: plug in place until ratchet teeth engage 
with bolt plug retainer. 


CAUTION: if short Cartridges are used to any great extent, care should be taken to clean 
the chamber.of the. barrel after shooting-as a deposit of lead accumulates at the forward end 
of the chamber which, if left, will nut permit the use of long rifle cartridges afterward until 
the deposit is removed. ~

MODEL 550-P a . 
This is the same as 550 with exception of sights: Receiver has two screw holes 


in rear left side for attaching rear peep sight. One screw has a‘knurled head and 
peep hole interchangeable with peep disc when a larger apecturé is desired. Elevat- 


ing adjustment is made by loosening knurled binding screw in left side and swing. - 


ing rear end of sight to proper graduation on scale, then tighten screw. Windage 
adjustment is made by loosening knurled peep disc and sliding to right or left to 
desired graduation, then tighten peep disc.

CARE OF GUN 


Exclusive use of Remington ammunition with ‘'Kleanbore priming or Peters 
ammunition with “Rustless” priming reduces care necessary to keep gun in con- 
dition, It prevents rusting of bore and the necessity of cleaning it. 


If corrosive ammunition is used, clean bore immediately after shooting. Use 
cloth saturated with Remington Powder Solvent. If this is not available, pour one 
pint of boiling water through barrel to dissolve residue. Use small funnel to pre- 
vent spilling. Wipe clean and dry. Lubricate with “Rem” oil which is a high 
quality oil, free from acid, to prevent rusting. 


When storing gun, lubricate barrel inside and out with heavy gun grease. Rem- 
ington Gun Grease is prepared especially for this purpose. 


Interior of barrel should be cleaned free of grease before firing to ease the 
passage of builets, and prevent a swelled bore or injury to barrel. “Rem” oil is a 
high grade lubricant and rust preventive recommended for use in oiling the action. 
You may obtain it in a handy 3-02. can from your dealer.
